_for the rural taxpayer, but it is quite possible that 
in time all areas will be organized and taxed for 
hospital service without any expression of popular 
approval. t 

If that is done, the next consideration may be to 
bring the hospital • unit into conformity with -the 
municipal and school boundaries. Or a large hospital 
might be created to serve Jwo municipalities. 

In any event, now that large school divisions and 
large municipal' units are thoroughly established, it 
seems that the present overlapping could be elimin¬ 
ated by re-establishment of boundaries.

lVrUNICHpAL councillors; in conference at their 
annual convention, again brought up the ques- 
tio of harmonizing the boundaries of municipalities 
and school divisions. They urged upon the govern¬ 
ment the desirability of readjusting large school 
units so that they might fall within the areas of the 
large municipal units.- 

A glance at the annual statements of municipal 
districts shows the unwieldy nature of their respon¬ 
sibilities. Their collection of school taxes takes in 
parts of two or threeTschool units, each with a dif¬ 
ferent scale of school -Afex. One reason given for de¬ 
laying action in unification of school and municipal 
areas has been the possibility of further enlarge¬ 
ment of municipal areas,. But this surely can be left

Tt is 
one thing at least which doesn’t lie heavily on our 
conscience. In a sense it is perhaps our way ol 
escape, hut it is also, in our opinion at least, a topic 
of first importance.

adequate, with slum conditions and overcrowded 
living increasing in all large cities. But the public 
at that time had not money to buy or build or repair. 
In fact there was a very general deterioration in 
homes in pre-war' years. 

Now comes the call from every direction. ’’The 
pent up housing needs of the last fifteen years, on 
top of the call for the myriad young folk feager to 
start housekeeping; materials required for repair of 
old homes and for remodelling. This creates a terri¬ 
fic clamor for all available material, and the bureau¬ 
cracy which still controls the lumber industry does 


Before the House prorogued 
Mr. King and Mr. Bracken de¬ 
clared for some sort of world 
government and to that end Mr.

j^ROM all over Canada come protests against hous¬ 
ing conditions, apd criticisms of agencies al¬ 
ready set up to relieve housing shortage. Families, 
particularly in cities are apparently living in over¬ 
crowded state, and many are quite unable to secure 
accommodation suitable to the raising of children. 

There is no clear explanation of why this condi¬ 
tion should be so acute when the population across 
Canada has not greatly increased. But there are a 
number of obvious reasons which all have some 
bearing on the situation. Mainly perhaps is the 
shift of population from farms to industrial areas, 
leaving many farm homes either vacant or with ca¬ 
pacity far beyond needs of present occupants. An¬ 
other important factor is the abnormal number of 
young people who have married during war years 
and are now looking for homes. A great proportion 
of these young men went overseas, and as they re¬ 
turn they are added to the total of homeseekers. 

There are the others who married overseas and want 
homes for their old country brides. 

Less of a factor but still not unimportant are 
conditions rising out of rental control. Zeal in safe¬ 
guarding interests of tenants, often to the detri¬ 
ment of landlords, has made the latter loath to rent 
suites or houses which under fairer regulations home, 
might have been available.

THAT S2MN INCREASE 
Ths Senate by a vote of 3a to 11 
approved the bill authorising that 
tiie sessional indemnities of mem¬ 
bers of the House of Commons and 
Srnat» hp increased from $4000 to 
$6000. The $2000 is to be tax-free 
for members of the Commons. Two 
members of the House of Com¬ 
mons (|C.C.F. from B.C.) opposed 
this measuro flatly. There were 
eleven opposed in the Senate. 

Senator McGeer of Britis'i Co¬ 
lumbia in his expressed opposition, 
utB'ed a motion that no 
increases be allowed until all Can¬ 
adians earning $1200 or less were 
- ved of income tax, and certain

A number of the 
Senators opposed the tax-exemp- 
t o >llov “<1 on the J°coo f or 
members of the Commons. 


Alberta Federation Agriculture 
Asks Prov.-Gov’t to Carry 
50 A> Educational Costs, 
i reiglit Kates Too High 


At. the cnnuril conventioruof the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture 
a resolution asked that the pro- 
\ inrial government assume 50% of 
t.ie cost of elemental y and second¬ 
ary education in the province. A 
speaker to this resolution said that 
land levies had become unbearable. 
The government with its wide baso 
of. taxation only paid 20% of the 
costs of education. Ontario pays 
50%, Manitoba expects'to pay the 
same end B.C. pays 55%. 

Another resolution urged cre¬ 
ation of a more uniform curricu¬ 
lum as amongst provinces, and 
that—federal aid be given to 
rchieve some uniformity across 
Canada, and to raise standards. 

It was asked. that there be a 
fairer adjustment of freight rates 
rnd that as a first step be a thor- 
cugh investigation into capital 
structure of C.N.R. and C.P.-R. 
with a view to giving a per ton, 
per mile rate on the same classifi¬ 
cation across Canada. 

Another resolution asked that 
restrictions on carrying passen¬ 
gers in trucks be lifted until trav¬ 
elling facilities arg made available 
everywhere. 

A resolution asking that old age 
pensions be paid at 60 years of 
age without necessity of a means 
test and the pension be enough to 
provide a high standard of living 
and one asking that legislation be 
enacted to pky blind pensions with¬ 
out the blind person having to be 
in Canada 20 years, jn the prov¬ 
ince five years and 40 years of age. 
Both passed unanimously. 

Another resolution passed asked 
the. Dominion government for a 
highway west of Winnipeg to en¬ 
able heavy trucks to carry car¬ 
goes to Edmonton via Calgary to 
provide competition on internal 
traffic. 

Other resolutions asked that the 
$15 license fee for tractors be cut 
in half; that an investigation be 
made into price spreads of meat 
between producer and consumer; 
that barbed wire be made available 


HORTICULTURE AND THE 
FARM GARDEN- 
By Dean R. D. Sinclair 


(NOTE—This is the sixth of a 
series by this well-known author¬ 
ity, written . expressly for the 
V eekly Press of the Prairie Prov¬ 
inces). 1 

In the process of making avail- 
l able more adequate diets for the 
world’s population horticulture is 
going to have an opportunity to 
play an important part. Fruits and 
vegetables are classified as “pro- 
ective food.” They constitute a 
valuable sourep of essential vita¬ 
mins and miiierats.’ 

It is not likely that the Prairie 
Provinces will ever become self- 
sufficient in the matter of fruit 
supply. We will no doubt import 
the bulk of our fruits from areas 
which are better adapted to the 
production of this type of food ma¬ 
terial. At th'e same time ‘horticul¬ 
turists have developed numbers of 
hardy, early varieties of tree and 
small fruits which might well find 
a place on larger number of farms 
Along with the establishment of 
shelter belts should 'go an effort to 
introduce some fruit trees of prov¬ 
en variety and set out a berry 
patch. 

The diets of Canadian people, 
and prairie farm people in particu¬ 
lar, aye,lacking in vegetable^, es¬ 
pecially those of “leafy green” aino 
“yellow” type , According to fig¬ 
ures Issuediiy a special committee 
of the Combined Food Board, the 
average daily consumption of veg¬ 
etables in the United States is 
double that in Canada. Many fac¬ 
tors may contribute to the low av¬ 
erage consumption of vegetables in 
western farm homes—scarcity of 
labour for the garden, a short 
growing season, drought in certain 
seasons, and lack of proper pro¬ 
tection for the garden during the 
summer and proper storage facili¬ 
ties for the winter. 

Through some reorganization of 
the farm work, time will have to 
be found for care of the garden, 
proper fencing will provide the 
necessary protection, and the con¬ 
struction of a. good root cellar or 
suitable basement with a frost- 
free vegetable room will take care 
of the storage problem. Too often 
the garden is an afterthought. 
When we consider the good condi¬ 
tion in which vegetables are deliv¬ 
ered by market gardeners to city 
consumers throughout the winter 
and early spring months we real¬ 
ize what may be accomplished 
through the use of proper storage 
arrangements. 

In the field of commercial vege¬ 
table production the West has 
made a notable contribution dur¬ 
ing the war. The output of irri¬ 
gated areas has demonstrated that 
vegetables in sufficient quantity 
and of satisfactory quality can be 
produced to justify the establish¬ 
ment of canning and dehydrating 
facilities. As our population in¬ 
creases and export markets are de¬ 
veloped for processed vegetables it 
should be possible to enlarge this 
phase of our agriculture.

in rural areas of the Prairies will 
open up new possibilities in connec¬ 
tion with fruit and vegetable stor¬ 
age and preservation. Advances 
along this line are likely to follow 
one another in rapid succession 
within the next few years. Farmers 
who have set aside some reserve 
capital in the form of Victory 
Bonds or other securities will be in 
a position to take greatest advan¬ 
tage of new developments. Few in¬ 
vestments would yield a greater 
return in terms of better rural liv¬ 
ing. 

In this series of short articles I 
have suggested that the farmers 
of the Prairie Provinces have an 
opportunity to share in the great 
undertaking of feeding the people 
of the world more adequately than 
they have been fed in the past. I 
have a strong conviction that 
something of permanent, value will 
come out of the United Nations 
Conference on Food and Agricul¬ 
ture. We need not look for spec¬ 
tacular results but as nations place 
greater emphaais on better human 
nutrition and work together to 
bring about the conditions that will 
enable people to buy more and bet¬ 
ter food the apparent surpluses 
will disappear and the products of 
the farm will make their proper 
contribution to improving health 
and assuring permanent peace. 

We may expect setbacks in this 
process. It will be well to be pre¬ 
pared for emergencies. Savings set 
aside and regularfy added to dur¬ 
ing these years of better prices 
will provide a backlog of security 
and prove of great benefit if such 
a'situation should occur.
